James Jr., who gave his address as 
316 Dade avenue, Ferguson, told 
Ruskin Avenue police the shoot- 
ing followed an evening of drink- 
ing and a quarrel over the woman, 
Mrs. Virginia Evelyn Owens, in 
front of a tavern she runs at 
10853 Riverview drive. 

James said he shot Albert Sredo- 
jev, owner of a saloon at 347 Ante- 


lope street, four times with Sredo-— 


jev’s revolver, which James had in 
a pocket of his jacket. Police said 
the revolver had been reported 
stolen from the tavern two weeks 


ago. 

Following the killing James 
took Sredojev’s wallet containing 
‘$325, he related, wrapped the body 
in a blanket and drove with Mrs. 
Owens to Robin avenue, where 
they parked the coupe near West 
Florissant avenue, leaving the 
body slumped against the door 
where it would not be readily ob- 
served by passersby. 

After tossing the revolver in a 
sewer at Beacon and West Floris- 
rant avenues, the pair boarded a 
street car, went to a lunch room 
where they ate, then took a taxi- 
cab to her tavern, where they 
Were arrested the next day. 

Reported *Missing Yesterday. 

Police made speedy progress in 
the case after Herman Kumple, 
bartender at Sredojev's saloon, re- 
ported his employer missing yes- 
terday. Kumple said Sredojev, 
who usually carried a substantial 
sum of money, had been drinking 
Monday night with a woman and 
a soldier. Ruskin Avenue District 
officers recalled having seen three 
persons riding in Sredojev’s coupe, 
one of whom they‘recognized as 
Mrs. Owens, early Tuesday morn- 
ing and later saw the machine 
again with only two persons vis- 
ible. Seeking Mrs. Owens for 
questioning, they found James 
with her and arrested both of 
them. 

James denied knowledge of the 
killing until early today when he

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP)— 
The House declined today to con- 
cur in Senate amendments to the 
first peacetime  tax-cutting bill 
which is expected to ease wartime 
burdens by about $5,500,000,000. 
The measure now' goes to a joint 
Senate-House committee to iron 
out differences. 


The complete erasure of 12,000.- 
000 low-income persons from the 
income tax rolls in 1946 is assured. 
This is not in dispute between the 
two houses. 

As the committee of Senators 
and Representatives took over the 
bill the principa] fights pivoted 
on: 

1. House insistence that Con- 
gress at this time write only a 
partial repeal of the war-im- 
posed excess profits taxes on 
corporations. 

2. House belief that a definite 
cut-off date should be provided 
for the high wartime excise 
levies on such things as liquor, 
luggage, jewelry, furs and cos- 
metics. 

The Senate provided outright 
repeal of the excess profits levy, 
but declined to write a definite end 
for the excises on so-called lux- 
uries. 

As passed by the House, the tax 
bill reduces 1946 taxes by $5,350,- 
000,000. The Senate increased the 
cut to $5,788,000,000 and passed the 
bill by voice vote late yesterday. 
The bill brought from the con- 
ference probably will be some- 
where between these two figures.

000,000 in excise taxes, on such 
things as stoves, cameras and 
sporting goods, imposed in 1941 to 
discourage the use of scarce ma- 
terials. 

The House bill called for cut- 
ting taxes of individuals by $2,- 
627,000,000, corporations by $1,888,- 
000,000, automobile and boat own- 
ers by $140,000,000, and excise 
taxes $695,000,000, through repeal 
of the wartime levies on luxury 
and semi-luxury products and 
through refund of the tax on floor 
stocks of liquor and light. bulbs. 
Methods Differ, Results Similar. 

In effect, though not in method, 
the two Houses were not far apart 
on the individual income tax cuts.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2% (AP)— 
The House Military Committee has 
declined. to impose congressional 
veto power on the foreign licensing 
authority of a proposed atomic 
energy commission, it became 
known today. 

The committee’s action made it 
likely the issue of co-operation 
with foreign interests and indi- 
viduals in development of atomic 
energy will be fought out on the 
House floor, perhaps next week. 

Chairman May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, said the group. expects to 
finish consideration of the legisla- 
tion tomorrow. It has been writ- 
ing the bill behind closed doors, 
with the aid of War Department 
experts, for several days. 

Amendment Rejected. 


Rejected by what was reported 
as a close vote was an amendment 
by Representative Elston (Rep.), 
Ohio, to require the approval of 


the President and Congress before. 


the commission could give or lend 
to any foreign government or per- 
son any property for atomic ener- 
gy research and development. 

The committee simply retained 
the original provision prohibiting 
the commission from taking any 
such action without approval of 
the President. 


Elston and supporters contend- 
ed Congress should have veto pow- 
er over any move the commission 
might make to release secrets of 
atomic energy to non-Americans. 
The ioan told reporters he would 
take the fight to the floor of the 
House. 


Research Restrictions Urged. 

At the request of War Depart- 
- ment officials who said the action 
_ was asked for by leading scientists, 
the committee eased some of the 
legislation’s restrictions on atom 
energy research. 

The changes, Department ex- 
perts said, would permit research 
by scientists within limits which 
would not endanger national 
safety. The commission would have 


power to determine how far al 


scientist could go. 


Scientists had complained to the. 


committee that the limitations in 
the original legislation were 80 
rigid they might discourage re- 
search. iston said he doubted 
the amended version would meet 
the objections of the scientists. 

Jgps Tried for Atomic Bomb. 

Japan was working on develop- 
ment of an atomic bomb during 
the war, Senators were advised to- 
day. The efforts failed because: 

1. Japanese physicists reached 
mistaken conclusions. 

2. B-29s demolished the Tokyo 
laboratory where the experi- 
ments were being conducted. 

Dr. Karl T. Compton, president 
of Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, told a Senate military- 
commerce subcommittee about the 
Japenese activities. He has just 
returned from Japan where he 
checked up for the United States 
Government on what Japanese 
science accomplished -during the 
‘war. 

Asked by Senator Magnuson 
(Dem.), Washington, about reports 
the Japanese had a “death ray,” 
Dr. Compton said they had a mag- 
netic ray which would kill a rab- 
bit at about 30 yards. 

“They told us muskrats were 
much more resistant,” he added 
with a laugh. 

The original idea of the ray, he 
related, was that it could be 
focussed on an airplane engine 
and by interfering with the 
ignition system could cause the 
engine to stop. 

“They made it work on a Ford 
car at 30 to 40 yards if the hood 
was up.” he added. “If the hood 
was down the metal shielded the 
engine.” 

Opposes Secrecy. 

Br. Compton was one of two 
scientists who testified in opposi- 
tion to clamping secrecy on 
atomic energy and i ~nuclilear 
Physics. They said such a step 
would be fatal to this country’s 
national security. 

Dr. Henry DeW. Smyth, Prince- 
ton University physicist, put it 
this way before the subcommittee 
considering legislation to create 
a national science foundation: 

“Secrecy in nuclear physics will 
smother the hope of progress not 
only in that science but in al] the 
other sciences ... continued se- 
crecy meang national scientific 
saicide. It also means interna- 
tional scientific isolation, which 
is equally fatal to our progress.” 

Dr. Compton asked the senators 
to suppose that at the time the 
automotive engine was invented 
the War Department had decided 
it might have military uses and 
had imposed secrecy on study of 
high octane fuels, thermodynamics 
and engine design. 

“Other countries operating with- 
out such prohibitions would have 
forg-d far ahead of us,” he said.

“Oh, they’ve all had ample time 
to do that before,” he replied.

Effect of Wage Boost. 

The Government economists’ es- 
timate that wage rate increases 
averaging about 24 per cent could 
be offset by the dropping of over- 
time payments, up-graded wages 
and the excess profits tax was 
carefully qualified.

LONDON, Oct. 26-— Unanimity 
was conspicuous by its absence in 
United Nations circles today, the 
first day of the United Nations’ 
formal existence. 

At a meeting of the executive 
committee of the United Nations 
preparatory commission, held in 
London this morning, the Soviet 
Union and the western powers 
failed to agree on the final issue 
before the committee and were 
forced to resolve their differences 
in a vote, which went against the 
Russians, 9 to 3. 


The question before the commit- 
tee was the composition of the 
United Nations assembly’s all-im- 
portant steering committee, 
known as the “general commit- 
tee,” . 


A subcommittee had produced 
a report stipulating the general 
make-up of this body and the ma- 
jority of the executive committee 
were known to approve the report. 
The Russians, on the other hand, 
objected to the report because it 
did not guarantee places on the 
steering committee to all members 
of the Big Five. 


Various compromises were of- 
fered, in an attempt to avoid a 
vote which would go against the 
Russians, “on this auspicious day.” 
Andrei A. Gromyko, Soviet am- 
bassador to the United States, had 
a plan under which the composi- 
tion of the committee would be 
decided by the general assembly 
itself.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 25 (AP)— 
The Navy announced today it will 
resume Nov. 15 the practice of 
transmitting urgent personal and 
mefency messages by radio to 
Navy personnel over the world. 
Such messages at present may 
be sent only to personnel afloat 


or ashore in Atlantic ocean areas 
and to personnel at shore stations 
in the Pacific. The new ruling 
will permit transmission of mes- 
sages anywhere. 

The Navy reserves the right, 
however, to refuse transmission of 
any message not urgent or of an 
emergency nature, any of unusual 
length, ordinary congratulatory or 
greeting messages, and frequent 
or recurrent messages pertaining 
to any commercial venture.

MVA OPPOSITION

Attorney First Picked Re- 
ported as Having Taken 
Another Job— Choice 
Expected in 30 Days. 


The Missouri Valley Develop- 
ment Association, whose director, 
John B, Quinn of Lincoln, Nebr., 
is trying to consolidate the forces 
in St. Louis opposed to the Mis- 
souri Valley Authority project, is 
having difficulty getting its cam- 
paign here under way. 

Quinn told the Post-Dispatch to- 


day that establishment of a 
branch office in St. Louis, plans 
for which were announced Oct. 6, 
has been held up because of in- 
ability to hire a local chairman. 

The man originally chosen for 
the position, a St. Louis attorney, 
has accepted another job offering 
more pay, he explained, adding 
that he hoped to select another 
local chairman and open the St. 
Louis branch “within 30 days.” 

Quinn, who is an attorney and 
professional] public relations coun- 
selor, last April said his organiza- 
tion was still in the “letterhead” 
stage, but now claims 8000 indi- 
vidual members in the Missouri 
river basin. He asserted there 
were “at least 1000” members in 
Missouri, about half of them in 
St. Louis. 

He said the anti-MVA organiza- 
tion has been conducting a direct 
mail campaign, and added, “This 
naturally has been slow to catch 
on, but we expect it to show in- 
creasingly satisfactory results,” 

Following yesterday’s disclosure 
that Quinn had made an under- 
cover visit to St. Louts, in the 
course of which he sought to ob- 
tain another referendum on MVA 
by the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce he said, “I suggested an- 
other referendum be taken in view 
of the fact that tke National 
Chamber of Commerce and many 
local chambers have taken a 
stand in opposition to MVA, mak- 
ing the St. Louis Chamber’s stand 
for it rather peculiar.”

LEW AYRES BACK, 
SAYS WAR DUTY HAS 
CHANGED HIS VIEWS

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 25 (AP) 
—Set. Lew Ayres, who entered 
World War II as a conscientious 
objector, came back from the Pa- 
cific war zone yesterday and sald 
that seeing Americans in action 
made him “see things in a differ- 
ent light.” He even thinks con- 
scription “might not be a bad 
idea.” 

Back from 22 months’ overseas 
duty which included service in 
New Guinea, Leyte and Luzon in 
the Philippines, Ayres was not 
sure he would enter the ministry, 
as he once contemplated. Neither 
was he sure if he would return 
to pictures. 

Admittedly bewildered, the 36- 
year-old sergeant said he wants 
to do “something to teach men to 
understand one another, to love 
each other as brothers. 

“There are some pictures being 
made now,” he said, “some docu- 
mentary and educational ; films 
which have almost a _ spiritual 
quality. I might go into some 
of those.” He said he had no offers 
from Hollywood studios. 

Despite his altered views, Ayres 
never carried a weapon during his 
army service.

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 25—Settle- 
ment of the Hollywood motion 
picture strike which has crippled 
the industry since March 12 was 
effected yesterday by the execu- 
tive council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, which ordered 
the 3000 strikers to return to work 
The council then ad- 
journed its quarterly session. 

Machinery for the adjustment of 
questions involved in the dispute 
was set up by the council with 
the concurrence of all the inter- 
ested parties. The program was 
adopted after an all-day confer- 
ence attended by Eric Johnston, 
president of the Motion Picture 
Producers’ Association, and Don- 
ald M. Nelson, chairman formerly 
of the War Production Board and 
now head of Independent Pro- 
ducers. 

The council directed that for a 
period of 30 days the international 
unions involved make every effort 
to settle their jurisdictional dis- 
putes. If at the end of that time 
any jurisdictional questions re- 
main unsolved a committee of 
three from the council will inves- 
tigate and render a binding deci- 
sion within 30 days. All parties to 
the disputes agreed to abide by 
the committee’s decision. 

The committee of three, in ef- 
fect an arbitration committee, con- 
sists of Felix H. Knight, chair- 
man, president of the Railway 
Carmen’s Union: W. C. Birthright, 
president of the Barbers’ Union; 
and W. C. Doherty, head of the 
Letter Carriers’ Union, 

In announcing the agreement, 
William Green, president of the 
AFL, said that no employes would 
lose their jobs, Details will be 
worked out by the unions and 
studios.

Oral Arguments Set for Jan. 21; 


Then 30 


Days Allowed to File 
Briefs. 


DANVILLE, Il., Oct. 25 (AP)— 
Whether the Great Atlantic & 
Pacific Tea Co. through its sub- 
sidiaries and its huge chain, con- 
spired to obtain advantages over 
competitors and gain a monopoly 
in the food business in violation 
of anti-trust laws will be decided 
by United States District Judge 
Walter C. Lindley. 

The case, in which the A. & P. 
Co. and 28 officers and subsidiar- 
ies were charged with conspir- 
acy to restrain and monopolize 
trade in two counts of a criminal 
information, was heard for 86 
days in Judge Lindley’s court be- 
fore it ended yesterday. 

About 200 witnesses testified 
through most of the spring, sum- 
mer and fall; the court record 
reached 86 volumes and more than 
20,000 pages; and the Government 
alone presented 4445 documents. 

The Judge set Jan. 21 for oral

for filing briefs, and then * will 
take the case under advisement. 
’ Conspiracy Charged. 

The Government contended a 
conspiracy to control “a substan- 
tial part of the food business of 
the United States” was carried 
out. It alleged this was done 
through unification of control in 
the New York headquarters of the 
A. & P. heads, John A. Hartford 
and George L. Hartford, through 
allowing some stores to operate 
at a loss to eliminate competi- 
tion, through misuse of profits, 
obtaining buying preferences, 
price-fixing and public conceal- 
ment of these practices. 

Much of the prosecution’ evi- 
@ence and testimony, intended to 
support the charge that the chain 
used its integration to obtain ad- 
vantages over competitors not 
similarly integrated, concerned 
the alleged buying preferences. 
Manufacturers were called to tes- 
tify of discounts, including both 
advertising allowances and quanti- 
ty discounts, granted A. & P. on 
its purchases. 

Defense Case Summarized. 

The defense presented witnesses 
to deny the alleged practices. The 
defense case was summarized in 
the following statement in its trial 
brief: 

“A. & P.’s basic philosophy 
that it is better to serve a lot of 
customers with food at low prices 
and earn a low rate of net profit 
than to serve fewer customers at 


high prices with a high profit per | 


dollars of sales.... 

“Stripped of such mumbo-jumbo 
as ‘horizontal and vertical inte- 
gration,’ ‘dominant advantage’ and 
‘domination and _ control,’ the 
Government's theory in this case 
boils down to the proposition that 
it does not like this method of do- 
ing business. 

“Tts dislike is apparently bot- 
tomed on the theory that too much 
efficiency in the retail food busi- 
ness will destroy the competition 
of individual merchants, despite 
the fact that independent food 
stores have substantially increased 
their percentage of the total food 
store business of the United 
States since 1933, while the per- 
centage of all food chains has 
declined and that of the A. & P., 
has declined even more.” 

Firm’s Head Testifies. 

John A, Hartford, 73-year-old 
A. & P. president, testified his 
firm grew because it believed “it 


was better to sell 200 pounds Of | 


butter at 1 cent per pound profit 
than 100 pounds at 2 cents per 
pound profit.” 


(John A. Hartford recently was 


involved in a congressional inves- 
tigation of a $200,000 loan he made 
to Elliott Roosevelt, son of the 
late President. The matter came 
under scrutiny of Congress when 
Hartford listed $196,000 of this 
loan as “bad debt” for tax deduc- 
tion in his 1942 income tax re- 
turn.) 

George L. Hartford, 82, John’s 
brother and chairman of the 
board, was not called to the stand.

& P. purposely “operated in the

fail to perceive that they are taking flight

It is a conflict that not merely 
pemains to be fought from the be- 
ginning; tow often its very 
existence. is unrecognized. The 
arena will be the channels, beach- 
heads, plains and Siegfried lines 
of psychology. The goal of the 
campaign is the genuine con- 
version of the Teutonic peoples to 
democratic ideals and the full- 
hearted acknowledgment of the 
error of their past ways. 


Jllustrative Incident. 

The spiritual territory yet to be 
conquered is illustrated by a re- 
cent incident. Twelve German- 
language newspapers staffed by 
Germans are licensed to print in 
the American occupation zone. 
Their editors, before being ap- 
pointed, were screened as search- 
ingly as is possible when dealing 
with the secrets of the human 
mind. 

One of the papers published a 
leading editorial suggesting that 
the plot to assassinate Adolf Hit- 
ler in July, 1944, was inspired by 
political ambition. The Junker 
caste, the editorial said, thought 
the hour had struck to wrest back 
the traditional power usurped by 
the Nazis. 

In the next issue were several 
letters from survivors of the group 
of men who were hanged or shot, 
protesting that they had been 
actuated by intense patriotism 
and desired to rescue the ship of 
state from total wreck. The suc- 
ceeding issue carried both letters 
and an editorial in rebuttal. 

This free and open discussion of 
both sides of the question is daily, 
matter-of-fact routine in the 
ong sere aa races. The Ger- 
man mentality found it utter] 
baffling. ' ‘ 

Not a few highly placed Ger- 
man. went to the American au- 
thorities to confess their bewild- 
erment. They declared  them- 
selves unable to comprehend how 
the same journal could air more 
than one view on a subject. 

Most Germans readily pay lip 
service tu democracy, chiefly on 
the ground that the outcome of 
the war demonstrated that the 
United States was more efficient 
.as a fighting power than the Ger- 
man - Italian-Japanese dictator- 
ships. When led to speak frank- 
ly, however, they will exclaim 
that the Weimar republic gave 
Germany al! the democracy it 
wants fore’ -r. “The multi-party 
system of the Weimar was the be- 
ginning of our do wfall,” they 
argue. 

Reminded that the two-party 
system works quite well in Amer- 
ica and Britain, they demand: 
“Two parties? Then why not one 
party? It would be much sim- 
pler.” 


Lack Political Instinct. 
Military government officials 
who have studied problems on the 


from a second battlefield, 


spot for several months confirm 
the impression I gained through 
innumerable talks in their own 
language with German prisoners 
of war—and later with German 
civilians — namely, that the Ger- 
man masses are not only totally 
lacking in political experience, but 
also even in the first vestige of 
political : instinct. 

The Americans have urged for- 
mation of German political parties 
and have encouraged leaders to 
print announcements and procla- 
mations to post on the walls, “But 
you can’t get a baker’s dozen to 
attend the meetings,” one Ameri- 
can Officer told me. “The sad 
truth is that the Germans fear 
and dislike political discussion. 
They are adult scientists, techni- 
cians and professional men, but 
in politics they are only children.” 

Except for a minority of Nazi 
bigots, all the way from Cher- 
bourg to Leipzig the burden of 
the lament was identical, both for 
German peasants and men of ob- 
vious culture and _ intelligence: 
“Hitler was a madman. Himmler, 
Goering and Goebbels were un- 
principled scoundrels, The war 
was a stupid mistake from the 
beginning. We knew it was lost 
when America entcred. The Reich 
should have surrendered when 
you made good the Normandy 
landing. The fighting ought to 
have stopped at once.” 

The inevitable conclusion, with 
a shrug of the shoulders, was 
“But what could we do about it?” 

For all these Germans, the no- 
tion that they might have a voice 
in deciding their own destiny ap- 
peared unthinkable. Their rulers 
were remote, mysterious and om- 
nipotent beings over whom it was 
impossible to exert control. 


Resigned to Conquest. 
Riding with the spearheads of 
armored divisions during the last 


weeks of the war, I was struck by 
the dumb, vacant resignation with 
which the people of Thuringia and 
Saxony accepted the invasion and 
overthrow of their homeland. 
These leagues upon leagues of 
solid, wooden faces haunted me. 
Finally a possible solution pre- 
sented itself. 

Until fairly recent times, the 
German masses were serfs. Our 
coming was just one more change 
in masters such as they had en- 
dured often through the centuries. 
They had room for merely the 
dull, bovine wonder whether the 
new conquerors would prove to be 
more cruel than the last ones. 

Obviously, their arousal to the 
blessings of self-government may 
be a matter of years, even genera- 
tions. 

The Germans also require edu- 
cation toward a sense vf responsi- 
bility.

Yanks Profit in Black Market 
In Berlin, but Suffer in Paris

BERLIN, Oct. 25 (By Radio). 


ILITARY police patrolling the wooded parks of the Tiergarten 
district near Brandenburger gate have dispersed the most fan- 
tastic black market in Europe, one which for months flourished 
The traders, however, merely were broken up into 


smal groups, which now inlfest the sidewalks of adjacent streets. 


Because of unfavorable’ ex- 
change Americans who are buyers 

the French black market com- 
plain to high heaven when Paris 
racketeers charge $2 in francs for 
_a package of American cigarettes. 
Since exchange is advantageous 
in Germany, Americans here are 
the sellers who happily collect for 
an identical package the equiva- 
lent of $10 in occupation marks. 
Their customers are Germans and 
Russians. 

The Germans prefer cigarettes 
but will also take candy and soap. 
The Russians have an unbridled 
passion for wrist watches, also 
they will pay with enthusiasm 
$100 for 45 cents worth of film. 
G.l.s have striven so far in vain 
to work up a satisfactory market 
in shaving cream and razor 
blades. 

Prices are set by the doughboys 
and anyone trying to undersel] 
what is known as “union” rates 
is treated as a “scab” and likely 
will encounter some form of re- 
prisal. Tariffs are lower than in 
the early halcyon days but are 
still enough to make St. Louis 
readers’ hair stand on end. Deal- 
ings are exclusively in occupation 
marks. Figures given here repre- 
sent amounts of dollar exchange 
Americans must cash at Army 
finance offices to obtain the 
marks. 

The standard price in the Berlin 
black market for cigarettes—on 
sale at Army exchange posts at 
6 cents for a package of 20-—-is 50 
cents apiece. The prevailing rate 
for 5-cent candy bars is $5 each. 
One cake of Ivory soap brings 
$3.50. The writer was offered the 
equivalent of $250 for a_ wrist 
watch which cost $30 in New

York. The’ trader 
frankly he expected to resell 
to some Russian for $300. 

Yanks among themselves carry 
on a brisk traffic in alcoholic 
wares. The monthly whisky ra- 
tion is about due. I have been of- 
fered in advance $100 in marks 
for a prospective fifth of Scotch. 
The price of French-Belgian cognac 
is $100 a bottle. German brandy 
is considered inferior and brings 
$75. 


The Russians proudly wear the 
watches they buy but German 
hucksters have no intention of 
smoking the cigarettes they pur- 
chase or eating candy or washing 
with soap. hey employ these 
commodities as currency. Since the 
mark is worth to the Germans 
three times the amount at which 
it is pegged for the Yanks, buy- 
ers can trade $10 packages of 
cigarettes for $30 worth of food, 
a $5 candy roll for $15 worth of 
clothing, and a half a cake of soap 
for $10.50 worth of firewood. 


Owing to the high scale of prices 
due to the 2-cent franc, dough- 
boys in Paris find themselves im- 
poverished. Here in Berlin they 
are rolling in wealth. They com- 
plain nevertheless because they 
cannot take their riches outside 
Germany. Army postoffice clerks 
keep a sharp eye on any undue 
amount of marks offered for the 
purchase of money orders to be 
sent home. . Soldiers with travel 
orders for return to the United 
States are’ permitted to cash oc- 
cupation marks in American 
currency. Military finance offi- 
cers are quick to pounce if what

“During recent weeks we have 
been following with growing ad- 
miration the day-by-day ac- 
counts of your heroic stand 
against the mounting intensity 
of bombardment by enemy 
planes and heavy siege guns. 

“In spite of all the handicaps 
of complete isolation, lack of 
food and ammunition you have 
given the world a shining ex- 
ample of patriotic fortitude and 
self-sacrifice. 

“The American people ask no 
finer example of tenacity, re- 
sourcefulness, and _ steadfast 
courage, The calm determina- 
tion of your personal leadership 
in a desperate situation sets a 
standard of duty for our soldiers 
throughout the world, 

“In every camp and on every 
naval vessel soldiers, sailors and 
marines are inspired by the gal- 
lant struggle of their comrades 
in the Philippines, The work- 
men in our shipyards and mu- 
nitions plants redouble their ef- 
forts because of your example.

At daylight my orderly, Sgt. Hu- 
bert Carroll, brought some food 
and coffee to Moore’s headquar- 
ters in the Tunnel. I could not 
eat. The Japs were on Denver Hill, 
their forward elements within 500 
yards of the Tunnel’s east en- 
trance. 

Col. Beecher ordered a reserve 
platoon of Marines out to the line, 
but they ran right into a severe 
artillery barrage and were wiped 
out in front of our eyes. 

Still our men held doggedly. But 
at 10 a.m., in the midst of an ear- 
splitting shelling, word came up 
from Col. Sam Howard, Marine 
commander, that the Japs were 
landing more tanks and moving 
them toward us, 

I had to make up my mind... 
a mind then reeling with the task 
of trying to find ways and means 
of averting the inevitable. I went 
over our position in my mind: 
Shaken troops. beach defenses lit- 
erally pulverized, assault-boat bar- 
riers wrecked, concrete machine- 
gun nests reduced to powder, the 
great majority of seacoast guns, 
as well as fire-control instruments, 
destroyed; 46 of the 48 beach-de- 
fense 75-mm,. guns knocked out, 
communications gone, movement 
of troops all but impossible be- 
cause of the continued shelling, 
new and uncontested landings. 

But it was the terror that is 
vested in a tank that was the de- 
ciding factor. I thought of the 
havoc that even one of these could 
wreak if it nosed into the Tunnel, 
where lay our helpless wounded 
and their brave nurses, 

I walked up and down in the 
Tunnel, heavy with all these 
thoughts. And then my head came 
up and I entered my own head- 
quarters, I called Gen. Moore and 
Brig. Gen. Lewis Beebe. I had 
come to a decision which I have 
never regretted. 

“We can’t hold out very much 
longer,” I told the two haggard 
generals. “Maybe we could last 
through the day, but the end cer-

It was 10:15 a.m., on the black 
day of May 6, 1942, 

I then ordered Gen. Beebe to get 
out a previously prepared surren- 
der broadcast—prepared in the 
event I lost my life and could not 
be present when the broadcast 
eventually had to be made—and 
told him to insert therein that we 
would cease firing at noon. He 
and Gen. Moore agreed that Ihad_ 
taken the only step possible under 
the circumstances, 


With a view to surrendering as 
few troops as possible, I then sent 
a radio to Maj. Gen. William F. 
Sharp Jr., commanding my Visa- 
yan-Mindanao force, and relieved 
him of further responsibility to 
me, but directed that he therewith 
place himself and his men under 
MacArthur’s high command, 

Then I ordered the men of Cor- 
regidor and the other fortified 
islands in the bay to destroy all 
remaining weapons of greater 


than .45 caliber before noon, as 
well as all other military and na- 
val stores, equipment and ships. 
Our only two modern large guns, 
the 12-inch rifles built primarily 
to combat a warship attack from 
the sea, soon went up with a roar, 
their nozzles ripped by shells 
placed therein in reverse and then 
struck by emerging shells. 


I did not know it at the time, 
but in the terror and confusion of 


the scene my order to destroy 
larger guns was misinterpreted by 
Col, Howard’s Marines. They be- 
gan destroying their small arms, 
and thousands of others followed 
suit before we could stop them. 


Promptly at 10:30 a.m. Gen. 
Beebe stepped to the microphone 
of our little radio station, which 
MacArthur had named “The Voice 
of Freedom.” His voice was clear: 

“Message for General Homma 
: Message for General 
Homma,” he repeated, “or the 
present Commander-in-Chief of 
the Imperial Japanese Forces on 
Luzon.” This he also repeated, 


then added; with other repiti- 
tions: ? 

“Anyone receiving this mes- 
sage please transmit it to the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Im- 
perial Japanese Forces gon 
Luzon, 

“For military reasons which 
General Wainwright considers 
sufficient, and to put a stop to 
further sacrifice of human life, 
the Commanding General will 
surrender to your Exgellency to- 
day the four fortified islands 
at the entrace to Manila Bay to- 
gether with all military and 
naval personnel and all existing 
stores and equipment. 

“At 12 noon, local daylight 
saving time, May 6, 1942, a white 
flag will be displayed in a prom- 
inent position on Corregidor, at 
which time all firing from the 
Harbor Forts will cease unless 
a landing by Japanese troops in 
force is attempted without flags 
of truce, in which case they will 
be taken under fire.

In the field of non-ferrous met- 
als, only plants with more than 
500 workers are included. In the 
paper industry, mills and shops 
with more than 300 workers are 
nationalized. In textiles, a dis- 
tinction is drawn between spin- 
ning and Weaving mills. Spinning 
mills with less than 400 workers 
and weaving mills with less than 
500 are left to private ownership. 

Privately-owned clothing fac- 
tories, of which there are no small 
number in Moravia, may employ 
not more than 500 workers. Only 
large power plants and gas works 
and only large flour mills are na-

Unite or Perish 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Everyone wants to have his or her 
say about the problem of atomic energy, 
and certainly everyone should have the 
right to speak a little piece about wheth- 
er he wishes to live or die. 

The fact that everyone is so interested 
would disprove the words of Dr. Curtis, 
testifying for his group of scientists be- 
fore a congressional committee. Dr. 
Curtis said, “In our opinion, the Amer- 
ican public is not yet fully aware of the 
magnitude of the problem which con- 
- fronts the world.” The American public 
is aware of the problem, as is shown by 
constant reference to the subject by com- 
mentators, editors, lecturers—as shown 
by the many letters on the subject and 
by the enormous demand for the recent 
article by Norman Cousins in the Satur- 
day Review of Literature. Indeed, the 
public is much more aware of the prob- 
lem and the need to solve it soon than 
is the body which has the responsibility 
of doing the job. 

Surely almost every individual who 
has thought about the matter has been 
amazed and dismayed by the fatuous 
and even childish remarks made by mem- 
bers of Congress and the military. Such 
statements as “America must go under- 
ground,” “We found it first,” “We must 
keep uranium out of the hands of every- 
one else,” “We'll make two atomic bombs 
for every othér one made” and “There 
has never been an offensive weapon for 
which there wasn’t a defense”—show an 
irresponsibility which belies the posi- 
tions these persons hold. 

Either that, or they show a very low 
I. Q. Furthermore, it is inconceivable 
that the fate of the world shoyld rest 
with a small group of Southern Con- 
gressmen who probably would be back 
home writing letters like the rest of us 
if they had democratic elections. 

Mr. Truman has also told us that 
there’s always a defense for an offensive 
weapon. Maybe—if we can dig a hole 
deep enough and dive into it in time. 
The President also posed the question, 
“Who would have won the war in Sep- 
tember, 1940, during the blitz on England 
if both England and Germany had had 
the atomic bomb? And who would have 
won the war in 1941 at Pearl Harbor if 
both Japan and United States had had 
the atomic bomb?” Well, who would 
have won the war in the spring of 1945 
if:everyone had had atomic bombs? 

The answer would always be the same 
—whoever used them first. If we are 
ever going to use the atomic bomb, now 
is the time to do it. Why wait until 
other nations or powers-to-be have the 
formula? It is a secret only now, To- 
morrow it will be commonplace. 

Let us destroy our imagined enemies 
‘while we can do so with relative safety 
to ourselves, Let us establish democ- 
racy in all the world while here is yet 
time. If we do not wish to use it now, 
we can never do so—not as a free, non- 
aggressive people. If we do not wish 
to use it now, we must give it away. The 
only reasonable alternative to immediate 
use of the bomb is world government,

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Free or Fake Elections? 


The struggle which the political parties of 
Hungary are making to obtain a fair election 


» Nov. 4, in the face of a Russian effort to dictate 


terms which would prevent a free ballot, de- 
serves——and needs—every support that the 
United States can give it. 

The outcome in Hungary will be important 
enough of itself, but it will have a still larger 
significance, for it will influence the elections 
scheduled to be held between now and late Jan- 
uary in Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Greece, in 
every case under the present threat of political 
dictatorship by a foreign power. 

Russia, which is in military and economic 
domination of Hungary, is seeking to acquire 
political domination also. The Budapest mu- 
nicipal elections held Oct. 8 in the shadow of 
Russian military power were democratic, and 
resulted in a victory of the moderates, The 
Anglo-Americans were elated by the fairness 
which the Russians had displayed in accepting 
defeat rather than tamper with the elections, 
but their approval was barely out of their 
mouths when the Russian head of the Allied 
Control Commission, Marshal Voroshilov, or- 
dered a single combined slate of candidates, In 
what appears to be defiance of Voroshilov’s or- 
ders, the four largest parties in Hungary have 
just announced that seven parties will have 
tickets in the elections. 

The single slate is the device with which Pre- 
mier Marshal Broz, with his National Front 
Party, is proposing to enslave free elections in 
Yugoslavia. It is essentially the same device 
Hitler and Mussolini used as the men on horse- 
back at the polls of Germany and Italy. 

In Hungary, the effect would be to frustrate 
the victory which it is generally conceded the 
Conservative Small-Holders party would win in 
a fair election, and to make an arbitrary divi- 
sion of seats in Parliament, giving the consirva- 
tives fewer and the leftists, including the Com- 
munists, more than they could fairly win. | 

In Bulgaria, Russian-dominated like Hungary 
and Yugoslavia, the situation stands now at vir- 
tually a dictated slate, for all the major parties: 
in opposition to the Georgiev Government have 
announced the intention of boycotting the elec- 
tions in view of restrictive laws and terrorism 
which make a free ballot highly improbable. 

In Greece, where, the unpleasant fact is, it is 
British Conservative tactics, taken over bodily 
by the Labor party, that threaten to make a 
farce of the elections, the principal anti-demo- 
cratic device is the timing. The Greek election 
is set for Jan. 20, though in winter the peas- 
antry, which is the bulwark of the left-wing 
strength, is snow-bound in the mountains, and 
would therefore be disfranchised for sheer phys- 
ical inability to get to the polls. There the 
Leftists have announced that they will boycott 
the elections. 

The right of free and secret elections is the 
essence of democracy. Without it, the outward 
form of government by the people is a fake and 
a laughing-stock and the butt of the cynic’s gibe. 
In Hungary, Greece, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, and 
elsewhere too, that right is on desperate trial. 
As it stands or falls, the esteem in which popu- 
lar government is held and the extent to which 
it is practiced in Europe may largely be meas- 
ured. 
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Petrillo’s Latest Inspiration 
Inspired ideas for demanding the hiring of

The event was foreshadowed in the 
measurement of the infinitesimal electric cur- 
rents that flow along the nerves, in the art of 
grafting muscle and nerve fiber and perhaps in 
the tiny electronic tube that translates mere 
whispers of energy into pounds of action. Yet 
it is no less marvelous. 

Surely few things could give so much hope to 
the many who have lost limbs in the war or by 
accident. If a hand can operate on synthetic 
nerves, moreover, why not some day synthetic 
seging eyes and hearing ears? There is, to be 
sure, no promise yet of such longevity as can 
be conferred on an automobile by installing new 
parts. Yet there is clear promise of a far more 
pleasant journey through life for a great many 
unfortunates. 

It is another earnest, if one is needed, that

Like the atomic bomb before it, therefore, it 
is one more reason why science should be given 
everywhere a political, economic, moral climate 
in which its fruits will operate for man’s en- 
remem instead of his destruction.

The question would no longer seem to be 
where the West begins, but rather where, if any- 
where, it ends. From fantastic wartime achieve- 
ments in shipbuilding and plane construction, 
this area, never before industrialized, seems 
moving forward with limitless optimism to a 
position in trade, finance and industry rivaling 
that of the Northeastern states. . 

San Francisco speaks of becoming another 
New York, with a $35,000,000 West Coast version 
of Rockefeller Center as a trade mart serving 
a billion customers in the Pacific Ocean areas. 
Estimates of potential United States trade with 
China alone in the next 10 years run as high as 
a billion dollars. San Francisco expects the 
trading ships will go through the Golden Gate. 

alifornia’s Bank of America is now the 
largest in the world, with assets exceeding five 
billion dollars, some 70 million greater than its 
nearest New York competitor. 

The West is now making its own steel, alumi- 
num and magnesium. Plans for new manufac- 
tures are legion. The raw materials are there. 
Power is plentiful and cheap. There is more 
labor than the area in reconversion quite knows 
what to do with.

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The Chamber’s Democracy 

The officers of the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce have put themselves in an odd posi- 
tion by sitting down on their membership’s di- 
rective in favor of an MVA because it was not 
to their liking.

If the anti-MVA proponents had won by pre- 
cisely the same majority, wouldn’t the officers 
of the Chamber be campaigning for all they 
were worth, under what they would be calling 
a mandate from their membership? 

The facts are plain enough—that the rank and 
file of the Chamber favors MVA and a handful 
of officers doesn’t; and that the few who have 
the reins in their hands are frustrating the will 
of those they purport to represent, on the dubi- 
ous grounds that majority rule only works some- 
times, when the vote goes your way. 
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There’s talk of an international standard for 
the musical note A. It is to be fervently hoped 
that the nations will have more success stabiliz- 
ing the A than they have had with stabilization 
problems involving the Do-re-mi. 
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Mr. Rickey’s Action 


Something of a sensation in the baseball world 
has been caused by Branch Rickey’s action in 
signing Jack Robinson, a Negro player, for the 
Dodgers’ International League farm club, the 
Montreal Royals. This is the first time a Negro 
has been admitted to organized baseball in mod- 
ern times, and it is not surprising that the step 
was taken by Mr. Rickey, a man of strong con- 
victions and willingness to break new trails. 

While Mr. Rickey denies he i¢# a crusader, and 
says his purpose is only fairness to all people, 
it is obvious that he has been thinking for a long 
time about the question of racial equality as ap- 
plied to baseball. Last April, in a speech be- 
fore the Rotary Club in Brooklyn, he asked the 
question: “Admitting that racial equality in all 
sports must be an eventual fact, is this the 
right time to proclaim it in baseball?” He has 
now answered the question to his own satisfac- 
tion. 

For many years, Negroes have participated 
with whites in college sports and many of them 
have been great stars, like Paul Robeson at Rut- 
gers. Robinson, the new Montreal player, him- 
self was a great football player at UCLA, was 
also a member of the track team and in 1939 
was nominated for the East-West Shrine grid- 
iron classic. 

Despite the prejudice that will show itself at 
this latest move of Rickey’s, he is not the type 
of man to back down, Against prejudice, he has 
reason and fairness on his side. One of his argu- 
ments is that, since baseball club owners are per- 
fectly willing to take the money of Negro fans 
at the gate, they cannot logically bar Negro play- 
ers from the field.

Measure passed by Legislature is threat to State highway system, 
Automobile Club officers say in urging veto by Governor; 10-man 
commission is opposed as setting up too many bosses, introducing 
sectionalism and logrolling; would delay, not speed construction. 


A Letter From the Automobile Club of Missouri to Gov. Phil Donnelly 


The board of governors, representing over 
69,400 members of the Automobile €lub of 
Missouri, unanimously adopted a resolution 
opposing passage of Senate Bill No, 100, 
which provides for the appointment of one 
member to the State Highway Commission 
from each of the 10 divisiona of the State 
Highway Department. 

For the following reasons, we therefore 
urge you to veto this bill: 


1, The State Highway Commission, with 
four members appointed at large, has suc- 
cessfully operated since 1917. Missouri's 
highways today, planned and constructed 
as they are for the benefit of the entire 
State, are a splendid example of careful 
administration. 

Although some complaints have been 
made, no evidence has been produced to 
show that our highway engineers lacked the 
professional ability or capacity to do the job 
or that our State Highway Commissioners, 
past or present, have not served in the best 
interests of the State. 


A Sectionalized System 


2. Senate Bill No. 100 would create 10 
separate State highway departments, Each 
employe within a division would have to 
answer to the commissioner appointed from 
his division, Too many bosses could ruin 
our entire system of connected highways, 


3. A 10man commission, such as is pro- 
vided in this bill, would result in logrolling. 
Each commissioner would be trying to get 
revenue for his own community against 
the interests of the State and even against 
the interests of his own division. 


The bitter experience in rural Missouri 
for the past 100 years, in which county 
road-building has been sectionalized in 
much the same manner as proposed, is 
proof enough that selfishness and pressure 
from the folks back home will dominate the 
thinking of 10 separate commissioners. 


4. The passage of Senate Bil] No, 100 at 
this particular time has caused many citi- 
zens of urban communities to conclude that 
the purpose of the bill is to deprive cities 
of any participation in highway construc- 
tion. 


Cities of more than 2500 population have 
contributed millions of dollars to build 
highways in rural areas during the past 
25 years with no chance of obtaining any 
highways within their own communities. 
“Why,” they ask, “does the General Assem- 
bly pass a bill of this sort now unless it is 
intended to deprive our communities of 
State highways?” 


Shifting Line of Argument 


5. No sound reason has been advanced 
by the proponents of the bill that a 10-man 
commission is needed to do a better job. 
In fact, the unstable, shifting charactér of 
the reasons cited for its adoption have 
pointed to the conviction that the real rea- 
sons for its conception have not even been 
revealed. 

First, the bill’s proponetits claimed that 
there had been discrimination against North 
Missouri counties because of “inadequate” 
representation on the commission. When 
the facts did not support this contention, 
it was abandoned, 

They then advanced as arguments for its 
approval the specious claims that it would 
bring the commission ‘closer to the people,” 
that some members and unidentified em- 


ployes of the commission were discourteous 
and, therefore, dictatorial and despotic; and 
that rural Missouri still has mud roads. 
These are emotional appeals to bias and 
prejudice—not reasoned arguments for a 
change in fundamental highway policy that 
so vitally affects the lives of all our citi- 
zens, 


To sum up, all their contentions are 
founded upon conjecture as opposed to the 
proved worth of the $600,000,000 administra- 
tive job of highway construction and main- 
tenance successfully carried on by the four- 
man commission in the last 25 years. 


Inadequate Even in "90s 


6. This bill should not become law. It will 
not accomplish in roads what many sincere 
supporters in the Legislature expect and 
claim, The members of the General As- 
sembly are seeking through this source to 
get better rural roads. But the roads they 
complain about are county roads, 


The place to correct this is by doing ex- 
actly what the State did in 1917 when the 
four-man commission was established. They 
should centralize their county highway 
building in one agency with a few men 
supervising the job. To change our High- 
way Commission as this bill provides would 
take Missouri back to the present county 
method that couldn’t even service the horse- 
less buggy traffic of the ’90s. 

7. This law provides that each commis- 
sioner shall have been a resident and tax- 
payer of his district for 10 years immedi- 
ately preceding his appointment, No other 
State law requires such drastic qualifica- 
tions of an appointed or elected official. 
The only conclusion to be formed from this 
language is that the purpose of the bill is 
to be sure to have a man who is rooted to 
his district and will, therefore, base his de- 
cisions upon self-interest. 


No Emergency Exists 


8. The bill contains an emergency clause, 
but there is no emergency within the mean- 
ing of the Constitution, As a matter of fact, 
instead of speeding up highway-building, 
this law would delay it for months. The 
commissioners would have to get together, 
elect a new chairman, and 10 detailed ex- 


planations of what it’s all about would have - 


to be made before highway construction 
could proceed. In the meantime, Missouri 
would loose valuable time in road construc- 
tion, 


We have made a careful study of high- 
way policy, both in Missouri and other 
states, and we are convinced that the en- 
actment of this law will be a step back- 
ward instead of forward.

This is the picture John Scott draws fro 
his vantage point as an American corr 
spondent in Stockholm. It is not too te 
rifying for the reason that Russia, in h 
opinion, will not be ready for aggressio 
for 25 years; she wants that much time tc 
rebuild her ravaged country and improv 
her standard of living. At the end of suc 
an interval, the basic contradictions b 
tween Socialism and capitalism likely wil 
be much less formidable to millions o 
Americans. After all, the two peoples hav 
enough in common to make endurin 
friendship attainable. Our urgent duty 1 
to try to understand Russia, to meet her 
halfway. Peaceful competition betwee 
her modified Socialism and our médified 
capitalism is not too difficult. 

At the moment, Russians have treme 
dous admiration for our capitalistic ef 
ciency in production; they rode to batt] 
in thousands of American jeeps and truck 
We have 25 years more to justify the ex 
istence of our economy. Thus, in the opir 
ion of Scott, the way we Americans solv 
our problems during the next two decade 
is of the great historical import, It is 
test case for the world,

During the test, he insists, productior 
must be for consumption, not for prof!

Never before have we faced a more im 
portant problem, the author thinks.

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On the Need for Re-Examining Our Policy 


Toward Russia and Russian Expansion 


HE French elections are the 


T 


paramount question of our 


latest and the most impressive in 


a series of events which throw a great deal of light upon the 


relations with the Soviet Union. 


They show, I believe, that American policy and opinion have been 
badly confused by a mistaken estimate of the influence which the 
Soviet Union is able to exert beyond its own frontiers in Europe. 


The underlying assumption has 
been that in the misery and chaos 
of liberated Europe, the masses 
of the people would naturally turn 
to the Communist parties inspired 
and supported by Moscow. On that 
there has been a remarkable tacit 
agreement among those who were 


ready to welcome the spread of. 


Communism and those who were 
mortally opposed to Communism. 

There are the best of reasons 
for thinking that it is extremely 
improbable that Europe, begin- 
ning in the east with Poland, 
could be organized in a Soviet sys- 
tem. If the worst happened, Eu- 
rope might possibly sink into an- 
archy, and amidst general an- 
archy local dictators might appear 
here and there. 

But to organize a Soviet system 
in Poland, Italy and France, and 
even, as some of our more ex- 
cited observers have suggested, in 
Great Britain, is an undertaking 
which is almost certainly quite 
‘beyond the power of Moscow and 
ef the local Communists who fol- 
low Moscow. 


Imaginary Menace. 


A Soviet Europe is either a 
nightmare or a utopian dream; 
it is, in any case, an imaginary 
idea. Every attempt to impose 

Soviet system upon Europe 
eices resistance and _ reaction 
which would only grow stronger 
the more strenuous the effort to 
@evercome them. 

The very few Americans who 
have talked intimately, rather 
than formally, ‘with Stalin have 
come away convinced that he, at 
least, as distinct from the Red 
jsolationists in the Kremlin and 
the army, has understood this 
from the beginning. 

There is now an accumulating 
mass of evidence that the funda- 
mental issue in Europe is not 
whether the Soviet system is 
going to expand westward to the 
Atlantic, or even to the Elbe, or 
even to the Vistula. No election 
anywhere has as yet shown that 
the Communists have even a bare 
majority, much less the kind of 
overwhelming majority which 
would be necessary if a totali- 
tarian state were to be estab- 
lished by popular consent. 

The very fact that the Commun- 
ists in the Balkans resist free elec- 
tions and prefer to have arranged 
plebiscites proves that they them- 
selves have no ilfusions about the 
attitude of the mass of the people. 
The fact also that the Kremlin is 
sponsoring not Communist but 
popular front governments—that 
is to say, coalitions in which the 
Communists are joined with So- 
cialists, democrats, and liberals— 
is additional evidence that even 
within the zone of the Red Army, 
they know they cannot rely upon 
the Communists to provide a gov- 
ernment. 


No Illusions. 


In the European countries which 
are fully independent — notably 
France, but also Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg, The Netherlands, Norway 
and Denmark—there is not the 
slightest reason to suppose that 
the mass of the people think of 
the Soviets and the Red Army as 
their saviors. : 

They know how great was the 
part the Soviet Union played in 
their liberation, and how gallantly 
go many of their own Communists 
behaved during the _ resistance. 
But it is certain as anything can 
be that the great majority have 
no intention of trying to buy re- 
lief from their economic misery 
by surrendering those liberties 
which, as Hitler reminded them, 
are more precious than life itself. 

Finally, there are many strong 
indications that the discipline of 
the Red Army and of Soviet of- 
ficialdom is tending to break down 
as a result of their contact with 
countries which are not Russian 
and have not been subject to the 
indoctrination and discipline of 
the Soviet system. The reports 
are too circumstantial and too 


numerous to leave any doubt that 

underneath all the smoke of the 

stories about indiscipline and even 

gta there is a substantial 
re, 

It is, I believe, a principal reason 
why local Soviet officials are so 
sticky about giving American cor- 
respondents free access to coun- 
‘tries within the lines of the Red 
Army, and it may well have been 
a determining influence upon the 
action of Mr. Molotov at London. 


Declining Influence. 


There is, I believe, a tendency 
for the Soviet power to disinte- 
grate in Europe; our own is cer- 
tainly diminishing and so: also is 
the British. It would be only nat- 
ural then that the Kremlin, espe- 
cially if at the same time it is 
concerned with the succession to 
Stalin, should feel that it cannot 
now make firm agreements, and 
that it must re-examine its whole 
foreign position. 


So also must we re-examine ours. 
The belief, which has played so 
great a part in our own policy, 
that a Red tide was moving irre- 
sistibly westward, was a natural 
enough hypothesis in the days 
when the mighty Red Army was 
moving forward so majestically. 

If the German Army could not 
stop it, nothing, it was supposed, 
would stop it till it reached the 
Atlantic, and it was easy to jump 
to the conclusion that the Com- 
munist ideology would move for- 
ward irresistibly with the invinc- 
ible Red Army. 


But the hypothesis was untrue. 
It assumed falsely that the pres- 
tige of the Red Army, which was 
so high when it liberated Eastern 
Europe, would continue and would 
even grow during the occupation. 
But occupation never makes an 
army popular, nor does it ever fail 
to corrupt the army. The farther 
west the Soviets have gone, the 
more non-Soviet peoples they have 
had to deal with, the greater have 
become their difficulties — not so 
much with their big and distant 
Allies as with the local inhabitants 
and the Red Army itself. 


Propaganda Surfeit. 


Other influences have 
tributed to our own oer-estimate 
of the Red expansion. There has 
been a very strong propaganda 
conducted by displaced officials of 
the governments-in-exile who have 
believed, many of them ‘no doubt 
honestly, that but for the Rus- 
sians, certainly with American 
backing, they would again have a 
political future at home. They 
have exercised great influence on 
our officials and upon newspaper 
men. 

It is impossible not to refer also 
to the fact that our attitude has 
been much affected by the tradi- 
tional British disposition ‘to align 
the smaller countries and to seek 
strong allies against the strongest 
power in Europe. The Labor Gov- 
ernment seems to follow this line 
as instinctively as any other. 

In addition, American thinking 
has been much muddled on the 
whole subject because of the vul- 
gar partisan trick of calling 
ever;one a Communist who is to 
the left of the extreme Right. For 
many Americans this has totally 
obscured the reality in Europe, 
which is—as the French elections 
demonstrate strikingly, as the be- 
havior of the British Labor party 
shows—that the real conflict is 
not between conservatives and 
Communists, but between the 
democratic Left, which includes 
Socialists and liberals, and the 
Communists. 

This is sufficient to suggest 
that we need to reconsider our at- 
titude, and, without attempting to 
say here what our new conclu- 
sions should be, we may say, I 
believe, that we m. t base _ our 
policy not on the imaginary Year 
of Communist expansion west- 
ward, but upon the need of 
strengthening European democ- 
racy against the real peril of 
| anarchy,

BY BALLET RUSS 


Balanchine’s Concerto Baroc- 
co’ Outstanding—'‘Frankie 
‘and Johnny’ Novelty.

The Ballet Russe de Monte Car- 
lo began a three-day engagement 
last night at the Kiel Auditorium 
with one of the best opening per- 
formances seen in St. Louis for a 
long time. A high degree of ex- 
cellence was apparent in all phases 
of the several productions that 
made up the program. - The prin- 
cipal dancers, many of whom are 
newcomers to the exacting disci- 
pline of an art that must be pre- 
cise before it can be glamorous, 
demonstrated the fact that the 
ballet is finally becoming accli-

mated to the American scene. 
Then there were the de luxe prin- 
cipals, Alexandra Danilova and 
Frederic Franklin in particular 
who afe carrying over into new 
creative forms the spirit and dis- 
tinction of the older European 
— 

oreover the performances were 
not carried exclusively by the prin- 
cipals. The corps de ballet showed 
the effects of a thorough school- 
ing. The costumes and decors 
were fresh and imaginative and 
the creative intelligence behind the 
modern ballets which comprised 
the greater part of the program, 
proved beyond doubt that the me- 
dium is capable of expanding into 
new fields of expression, 

“Concerto Barocco.” 

The outstanding production of 
the evening was George Balan- 
chine’s “Concerto Barocco,” exe- 
cuted to the music of Bach’s Dou- 
ble Concerto in D minor for two 
violins. Great music which com- 
pletely fulfills the ideas of the 
composer is not usually an ideal 
background for dancing and re- 
sults in the past have been disap- 
pointing, even when they were not 
acts of desecration. The “Concer- 
to Barocco,” however, does actual- 
ly succeed in extending a possible 
meaning of the Bach score with- 
out stultifying it. Balanchine has 
done this by taking his inspiration 
not from the emotional content of 
Bach's score, but from its formal 
polyphonic design. The patterns 
of the music are transferred to a 
visual plane with such fidelity and 
with such wealth of imagination, 
that one gets a reinforced impres- 
sion of cool, pure and abstract 
beauty. 

The choreography was executed 
against a neutral backdrop and 
the dancers wore simple black and 
white costumes. The exclusion of 
color from the decor was one of 
those sure inspired touches of 
choreographic genius. The per- 
formance was cleanly articulated 
in its details and in its general 
effect. Maria-Jeanne, Patricia 
Wilde and Nicolas Magallanes 
were the more than acceptable 
principals. Two unidentified vio- 
linists gave a creditable perform- 
ance of the solo parts in the con- 
certo 

“Frankie and Johnny.” 

The second novelty on the pro- 
gram represented another excur- 
sion into Americana. This was 
“Frankie and Johnny,” with 
choreography by Ruth Page 
and Bentley Stone, music by Je- 
rome Moross and scenery by Clive 
Rickabaugh, It was haunted by 
a persistent self-conscious quaint- 
ness and had grotesque elements— 
such as the bartender’s dance and 
the Salvation Army chorus—which 
were uncomfortable if not actually 
in bad taste, The instinctive Amer- 
ican approach to native material 
can be hard-boiled or sentimental 
or both. This was neither. It had 
a misplaced sophistication which 
kept it from being appealing or 
genuinely humorous. Even so, the 
treatment was expert and Fred- 
eric Franklin, Ruthanna Doris.

BEATING BY JAPANESE 
GUARD REGULAR THING 


Cpl. K. A. Foster Tells of 
Lying Ill of Pneumonia 
Without Medical] Attention. 


Cpl Kenneth A. Foster, home 
after three and a half years as a 
Japanese prisoner, told today of 
lying ill of pneumonia without any 
medical attention in a camp at 
Niigata on the Japenese home 
island of Honshu. 

“That was in the fall of 1943, 
after we were transferred from 
the Philippines,” he related. “We 
had no heat in the barracks, and 
slept on the ground. I just had to 
lie there for weeks.” 

When he recovered, he was as- 
signed with other prisoners to 
work at the port at Niigata, un- 
loading cargoes from Manchuria. 

Worked 12 Hours a Day. 

“They. worked us 12 hours a day 
on a starvation diet,” he said. "We 
had to wrap burlap and straw 
about our feet. They didn’t give 
us any shoes the first winter. 
While on the ships, we had a 
chance to steal food. Once in a 
while we got hold of powdered 
milk or soybeans. That helped 
}keep us going. We had to carry 
90-kilo bags—about 200 pounds— 
on our shoulders.” f 

While’ a prisoner, Cpl. Foster's 
weight fell from 150 to 90 pounds. 
Beatings by, Japanese guards were 
a regular thing, he said. 

“One of them would say some- 
thing in Japanese, and you 
wouldn’t understand,” he said. 
“They'd go to work on/you with 
their hands or clubs.” He added 
with a wry smile, “You learned 
— quick that way.” 

pl. Foster, 23 years old, was 
taken prisoner*® on Bataan, where 
he was twice wounded with the 
“flying infantry.” Those were Air 
Forces men pressed into ground 
combat duty after Japanese raid- 
ers destroyed their planes. 

From Hospital to Hard Labor. 

At Cabanatuan prison camp on 
Luzon he underwent an appendi- 
citis operation with insufficient 
anesthetic to render him uncon- 
scious, he said. The day after his 
release from the hospital, the 
Japanese’put him to work swing- 
ing a pick. 

When he arrived in St, Louis 
Monday from an Army hospital 
at Fort Lewis, Wash., it was the 
first time in six years he had seen 
his mother, Mrs. Samuel L. Kin- 
der, 4832A Nortland avenue. He 
enlisted in 1939, when he was 17. 
As a “surprise” for her, which he 
promised in a telephone call on 
his debarkation at Seattle, he has 
arranged a trip to Florida.

their bill. 


MRS, STOCKSTROM ESTATE 
HELD LIABLE ON $20,728 TAX 


The estate of Mrs. Louis Stock- 
strom was held liable for $20,728 
in delinquent taxes for 1939, 1940 
and 1941 in a ruling yesterday by 
the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals upholding a United 
States tax court decision. She was 
the wife of the late board chair- 
man of the American Stove Co. 

The taxes were assessed on the 
income from three trust funds 
valued at $40,000 each established 
in 1939 for her three children and 
seven grandchildren.

In Maryland 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 25 (AP)—Jim- 
my McGee, trainer of Morris Wex- 
ler’s British Buddy, winner of the 
$15,000-added Maryland Handicap 
at Laurel Oct, 13, last night was 
barred for one year from partici- 
pating in Maryland racing pro- 
grams. 

The Maryland Racing Commis- 
sion, in announcing its decision 
after a hearing, declared “Mc- 
Gee was given the minimum pen- 
alty of one year because of his 
splendid record of never having 
been charged with a major viola- 
tion of the rules in his 28 years 
of racing.” 

A laboratory analysis after the 
race showed that British Buddy 
had been injected with caffeine. 
The commission also ruled that 
Wexler would be required to em- 
ploy a trainer acceptable to it be- 
fore his privilege of racing horses 
in Maryland is restored. Counse] 
for McGee and Wexler announced 
he would protest the decision in 
the courts. 

The Maryland commission also 
revoked the trainer’s license of J. 
J. Bauer, trainer for the Norwalk 
Stables, and ruled him off Mary- 
land tracks indefinitely on a 
charge that Armistice Day, win- 
ner of the fourth race at Laurel 
Oct. 16, had been administered 
benzedrine. Bauer denied at a 
hearing that he had drugged the 
five-year-old gelding. The Nor- 
walk Stables also was barred un- 
til the exact ownership of its 
horses is determined at a future 
hearing.

INCE the Secretary of State 
released the letter written by 
my husband to King Ibn Saud, 
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in which he gave assurance that. 


the United States would take no 
action without consultation with 
both the Jewish leaders and the 
Arab leaders, I think the rumorg 
surrounding this subject are clari- 
fied. 

There have been so Many asser- 
tions both abroad and at home of 
what had been said in conversa- 
tions, that I think many people 
felt somewhat confused. I had 
heard my husband, on a number 
of occasions after his return from 
Yalta, give an account of the visit 
paid him by King Ibn Saud. My 
husband stated that he felt his 
conversations with the Arab King 
had been a failure, since the King 
had told“him that as long as he 
lived he did not wish any change. 
An influx into Palestine of Jew- 
ish people from the big cities of 
the world — like London, Paris, 
Berlin, New York—would meet re- 
sistance because it tended to 
change the way of life of the 
whole land. The Arabs, said King 
Ibn Saud, are of the same Semitic 
race as the Jews, and got on well 
when their backgrounds were sim- 
ilar, My husband said that King 
Ibn Saud asserted that he had 
been a warrior all of his life; he 
was not interested either in farm- 
ing or forestry; his people were 
herdsmen and nomads, and he 
wished no change. 

My husband felt that a later 
generation might feel differently, 
but at present there was very lit- 
tle hope of a changed attitude on 
the part of the Arabs where Pal- 
estine was concerned.

Trangement is not only a time 

saver, but it is a way of im- 
proving meat loaf for many 
people. It has crust on five of its 
six sides rather than only on one 
side as when the loaf is baked 
in a pan, To retain the shape 
of a meat loaf best we have found 
it a good plan to pat the meat 
mixture rather compactly in a 
loaf pan which has been rubbed 
with salad oil. Turn the pan 
bottom side up on a shallow bak- 
ing pan. Shake a little to see 
that the meat is released from 
the bottom of the pan but let the 
pan remain on the loaf for the 
first hour of baking or until the 
shape is set. Lift off the pan and 
continue baking until the meat 
tests done. Adding the potatoes 
and tomatoes the last part of the 
cooking enables one to save cook- 
ing utensils and best of all the 
tasty sauce itself and is all ready 
to spoon on to the meat as it is 
sliced, 


Spanish Potatoes with Meat Loaf. 


One meat loaf recipe, one and 
one-half. pounds baking potatoes, 
one cup water, one and one-half 
teaspoon salt, three-fourths cup 
coarsely cut celery, one-fourth cup 
coarsely cut green pepper, two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
one and one-half tablespoons 
flour, three medium sized toma- 
toes, quartered. 


Shape meat loaf on a low 
greased baking pan (7x11) using 
another baking pan of a smaller 
deeper size over it to hold the 
shape. Bake at 350 degrees Fahr- 
enheit for about one hour. Remove 
the upper pan if one is being 
used, Add the Spanish potatoes 
that follow and bake another 30 
minutes, Peel potatoes and slice 
into the water with one teaspoon:

OR some years now there has 
F been established in many 

schools the notion that the 
child is always right. When the 
teacher took a: stand that placed a 
child in the wrong, someone, 
parent, supervisor or onlooker took 
the opposite stand saying “If he 
is not interested why try to force 
him?” As if a child’s interest in 
a question of education could be 
of as much weight as that of his 
trained, devoted teacher. 


We will all agree that it is- 
much easier to teach an interest- 
ed child than one who lacks in- 
terest in the subject. But when is 
interest born? It usually has to 
be created by experience, especial- 
ly in school subjects, and if the 
pupil gets no experience, resists 
it and sums up his attitude in, 
“T don’t like it,” who is to decide 
his need? 
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IN MY EXPERIENCE children 
are interested in anything that 
they can do successfully and their 
interest increases with success.

School subjects have been 
selected because they have proven 
to be useful to generations of 
youth. . All children will not have 
the same tastes or abilities but 
all normal children can take 
enough interest in their lessons 
to master them sufficiently to 
make their: grade. It is the 
teacher’s duty to see that they 
do. It is every parents’ duty, 
evéry supervisor’s duty, to support 
a good teacher in her effort to 
get the children to do their best. 
“I don’t like it,” is no reason for 
not doing the task set by the 
school. 
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IN EVERY SCHOOL there are 
students, they are found in every 
grade in every school from pri- 
mary through university, who 
have reached their limits in one 
subject, or many. The trained 
teacher knows them at a glance, 
These have to be treated indi- 
vidually. The pupils and students 
we are concerned with here are 
the spoiled children, the lazy- 
minded ones who shirk effort and 
thereby forfeit growth.

When 
one of them balks at the simple

teacher takes hold and insists he 
attends to his duty, the least we 
can do is to support the teacher. 
Children, high school students, 
college students are interested in 
what they do well. The more 
accomplished they become the 
more interested they will be and 
the easier they will learn.

Bob Hope Says Entertainers Should Play Every U. S. Station in World

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 24 
OP favorite of all the G.I.’s, 
the man who has traveled 
some 300,000 miles since early 
1942, entertaining troops on nearly 
every front of the global war, Bob 
Hope took a few minutes off in 
his dressing room on a Paramount 
stage to dwell upon his favorite 
subject—morale for servicemen. 

Of all the Hollywood actors who 
responded to the call of the Vic- 
tory Committee for entertainment 
treks to the camps far and near, 
Hope is best qualified to speak 
out on the subject and when he 
did it was Hope the straight man, 
not Hope the comic. 

It was no easy task, however, 
getting the conversation around 
to the matter, but once this was 
accomplished Hope wound up and 
let go with everything he had on 
his mind. The habitually flippant 
Bob brushed off several questions 
before being prodded into the 
subject with: 

“What is going to be done about 
entertaining servicemen who are 
remaining on duty in occupied 
countries?” 

The question hit home. Sitting 
there in knee breeches, weskit, 
jabot and wig, garbed as an 18th 
Century French barber for his 
film, “Monsieur Beaucaire,” Hope 
knocked off the clowning facet 
of his character and did a serious 
transition. 

“Plenty better be done,” he de- 
clared emphatically. “Thbdse kids 
are going to be stuck far from 
home at stations all over the 
world—and don’t forget the ones 
that are nailed to hospital beds 
and wheel chairs. in this country, 

“If I learned anything at all on 
tour it was that, next to, wounds 
and death, the worst things these 
kids face was the deadly boredom 
of having nothing at all to do that 
gave them a laugh or a mental

Asked about his own plans for 
future G.I. entertainment, Hope 
began underselling his stock as 
the outstanding show-world figure 
of the pup-tent circuit, the actor 
who won most Army and Navy 
citations for staging camp shows.

He’s a modest fellow, this Hope. 

He has a trip planned for spring, 
he admitted, but said it was going 
to be more of a vacation for him- 
self than anything else. He’s to go 
to Brazil, then to Africa, then the 
French Riviera, on to Paris and 
London, and thence across Russia 
to China and Japan. 

And to hear Bob tell it now, 
you'd think all his previous tours 
also were mainly vacations. 

Asked to recall his most harrow- 
ing war experience, Hope said it 
was the time he forgot to tip a 
taxi driver in Paris.

There was the time in Bremer- 
haven. The Air Force unit there 
was christening the airfield in 
honor of Bob. A little platform 
had been rigged up for the micro- 
phone and loudspeaker system at 
the edge of the field. Bob and 
several officers were on the stand, 
the G.Ils out in front. Someone 
stepped up to the platform with a 
bottle of champagne for the cere- 
mony. 

“Why waste the champagne?” 
yelled one service man, “just break 
an egg over the mike.” 

“And, brother, did that get a 
laugh!” said Bob. 

Then there was the time Bob 
was doing a show, the house was 
packed tocapacity and M.P.s stood 


guard at all entrances to prevent 
any more soldiers from coming in. 
Came a knock at the stage door 
and a young soldier called out, 
“Telegram for Bob Hope!” just as 
the show was about to start. The 
M.P at the door let the youngster 
in, he walked to Hope and handed 
him this message: “This was my 
only chance to see your show.

Bcsire’ set after the luncheon 

break, Hope demonstrated that 
his wit and humor are not re- 
served for the camera and micro- 
phone. He has gags and ribs for 
everyone on the set. 

First, he’s over in a corner buzz- 
ing with Paul Jones, the film’s 
producer and George Marshall, 
who is directing it. The buzzing 
ends in a roar of laughs. Then he 
goes over to a little knot of elec- 
tricians and grips; more small 
talk and more laughter. 

If Bob is before the cameras 
and blows a line, he knows it 
first, winds up the scene doing 
something hilarious. After three 
bad blow-ups in succession, he 
killed the scene by waltzing with 
a costumed actor he was about to 
fight. He gets laughs from people 
who are with him day after day 
in his film work. 


Some actors work hard at get- 
ting into character to be funny. 
Most of the top comedians of 
screen and radio are pretty un- 
funny when they’re not actually 
practicing their profession for 
money. Jack Benny, for instance, 
is a dead-pan, with little or noth- 
ing to say. Fred Allen is a Sphinx 
and you can go right down the 
list of topnotchers and find al- 
most the same dual character- 
istics. 

But with Bob Hope it's differ- 
ent. He is packed with nervous 
energy and he must let off steam 
—funny steam —throughout his 
waking hours, Some people say 
he even laughs in his sleep. The 
fellow is just naturally funny in 
most everything he says and does. 
That is until you get him wound 
up on the subject of entertaining 
servicemen. That was and still is 
serious business, he contends. And 
it must be pushed through until 
the last man has left the occupied 
lands.

spades! Thus, all in all, the one- 
club bid was the least of evils. 

West opened his fourth-highest 
diamond. East won with the king 
and returned the five. West 
ducked this return, playing the 
eight in an attempt to make de- 
clarer believe he had started with 
only a four-card suit and that 
East still had a heart for com- 
munication. 

Declarer overtook his own dia- 
mond nine with the jack in or- 
der to lead a heart from dummy. 
East played low and South won 
with the ace. Dummy was re- 
entered with a club and another 
heart was led.. Now, when East's 
queen appeared, declarer prompt- 
ly ducked, more than willing to 
let East hold thig trick. If he 
could return a diamond, that 
meant only three diamond tricks 
for the enemy; if he couldn't, 
things were all the brighter. The 
crucial point was that East, not 
West, was winning the present 
trick; that declarer now could 
expect to take three hearts, the 
diamond already home, three clubs
